Study: Rich Getting Richer 


WASHINGTON! Over two decades, the income 
gap has steadily increased between the rich- 
est Americans, who own homes and stocks 
and got big tax breaks, and those at the mid- 
dle and bottom of the pay scale, whose pay- 
checks buy less, government data show. 

The growing disparity is even more pro- 
nounced in this recovering economy. Wages 
are stagnant and the middle class is shoulder- 
ing a larger tax burden. Prices for health care, 
housing, tuition, gas and food have soared. 

The wealthiest 20 percent of house- 
holds in 1973 accounted for 44 percent of 


total U.S. income, according to the Census 
Bureau. Their share jumped to 50 percent 
in 2002, while everyone else’s fell. For the 
bottom fifth, the share dropped from 4.2 
percent to 3.5 percent. 

More than a million jobs have been added 
back to the 2.6 million lost since President 
Bush took office, but they pay less and offer 
fewer benefits, such as health insurance. The 
new jobs are concentrated in health care, food 
services and temporary employment firms, all 
lower-paying industries. Temp agencies alone 
account for about a fifth of all new jobs, (ap)

Global rotation could bring 
70,000 U.S. troops home 

WASHINGTON I President Bush announced a 
plan Monday to restructure U.S. military forc- 
es abroad, which Pentagon officials said will 
include shipping two Army divisions home from 
Cold War-era bases in Germany, and increas- 
ing the U.S. presence at bases in countries 
like Poland, Romania 
and Uzbekistan. 

Bush said the realign- 
ment would bring up to 

70.000 troops — and 
about 100,000 family 
members and civilian 
workers — back to the 
United States within 
a decade. More than 

200.000 U.S. troops 
are now stationed over- 
seas, a majority of them 
in Europe. 

Pentagon officials 
said the realignment also would close scores 
of U.S. military installations in Europe to 
consolidate forces at larger bases. The United 
States would make greater use of training 
and logistics bases on the soil of its new allies, 
said three top Pentagon officials who briefed 
reporters on condition of anonymity. 

The moves are meant to give the military 
greater flexibility and a quicker reaction time 
to deal with the smaller military engagements 
that Pentagon planners foresee during the 
war on terrorism and beyond. 

Democratic critics said Bush’s plan would 
place more troops farther from potential bat- 
tlefields and wear out soldiers with more 
frequent training overseas, away from their

Hurricane survivors find long lines for basics 


PUNTA GORDA, FLA. I Driven from 
splintered trailers, roofless condos 
and powerless suburban homes. 
Hurricane Charley’s hungry victims 
sweated through long lines Monday 
to find food, showers and drinking 
water three days after the storm left 
their lives in shambles. 

Barbara Winslow and her fiance 
were sitting in a van with five chil- 
dren waiting for a chance to col- 
lect diapers, food, water and ice at a 
National Guard comfort station. 

“After you live through it, you 
can’t imagine how desperate you 
get,” she said. 


Punta Gorda and Port Charlotte 
appeared to be among the hardest- 
hit areas, and 25 of Florida’s 67 
counties were designated federal 
disaster areas. At least 17 people 
in Florida were killed by the storm, 
and officials estimate it caused as 
much as $11 billion in damage to 
insured homes alone. 

About 890,000 people remained 
without power Monday. About 
2,300 people stayed in shelters, and 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency director Michael Brown 
said 11,000 have already applied

New Option for Stroke Treatment OK’d 


WAS H I N GTO N I A tiny corkscrew-like 
device to remove blood clots from 
the brains of stroke victims won gov- 
ernment approval Monday, giving 
doctors a new treatment option that 
could save lives and shave the $53 
billion annual bill to treat strokes 
and their aftermath. 

In 80 percent of strokes, a 


blood vessel in the brain becomes 
blocked by a blood clot, increas- 
ing the chance of severe disabil- 
ity or death. 

The Merci Retriever is threaded 
through an artery to remove the clot 
and restore blood flow. 

The device, approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration, 


was tested at 25 medical centers 
in 141 patients unable to be treat- 
ed with a drug that clears clots but 
must be used within three hours of 
suffering a stroke.

Afghan court gives

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | Three 
Americans on trial for allegedly 
arresting and torturing Afghans 
won a week to stiffen their defense 
Monday after the FBI turned over 
documents and pictures from their 
freelance hunt for terrorists. 

The group’s leader denied any 
of the men they detained were 
abused and insisted the extra evi- 
dence would show they had support 
from U.S. security agencies — which 
American authorities deny.

US Airways’ Focus 
Turns to Pensions 


Airline seeks to defer 
payments in new bid 
to stave off bankruptcy 

ARLINGTON, VA. | US Airways, which 
is desperately seeking new labor 
deals with its employees to avoid a 
second trip into bankruptcy, said 
Monday it is seeking to conserve 
cash by delaying required payments 
to its machinists’ and flight atten- 
dants’ pension plans. 

The airline said it would ask 
for permission from the Internal 
Revenue Service to defer about 
$68 million in payments to those 
plans, making those payments over 
the next five years, rather than the 
next 18 months. The airline said the 
move, if approved, would not affect 


the monthly payments due to pen- 
sioners. 

Jerry Glass, senior vice presi- 
dent of employee relations, said that 
“rescheduling these payments will 
help US Airways to conserve its cash 
so that we have sufficient liquidity 
to operate the airline.” 

The memo to employees warned 
of “temporary, substantial business 
hardship” if it is required to make 
the payments on time. 

Joe Tiberi, a spokesman for 
the International Association of 
Machinists, said union lawyers are 
still reviewing the airline’s proposal, 
but that it does not appear to violate 
the company’s collective bargain- 
ing agreement. 

“I don’t see any cause for great 
alarm,” he said, matthew barakat (ap)

WASHINGTON I Oil prices slipped 
Monday after the president of 
Venezuela survived a recall refer- 
endum, though fears of potential 
supply interruptions elsewhere kept 
futures above $46 a barrel. 

Light crude fell 53 cents to 
settle at $46.05 on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

The vote in Venezuela, the 
world’s fifth-largest oil exporter, 
had been one of a slew of factors 
driving prices higher in recent 
weeks.

SEC Probes Unregistered Google Shares 


SAN FRANCISCO I In another tvrist to 
Google Inc.’s public stock offering, 
the Internet search company said 
federal regulators have opened an 
informal inquiry into its failure to 
register millions of shares. 

In a regulatory filing Monday, 
Google said the inquiry was opened 
by the Securities and Exchange 


Commission. Agency spokesman 
John Heine declined to comment 
on the nature of the probe. 

Earlier this month, Google said 
it neglected to register 23 million 
shares and 5.6 million options. They 
were issued from September 2001 
through July 2004, primarily to 
employees and consultants. 


To make amends, Google is 
offering to buy back 23.2 million 
shares and 5.6 million outstand- 
ing stock options for $25.9 million, 
including interest payments. The 
offer will be sent to 1,406 people, 
who could reject the buyback and 
sue the company. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether the probe will affect Google’s 
highly anticipated IPO. (ap)

Phelps Falls to ‘Thorpedo’ 

American wins bronze, can’t tie Spitz’s record 


S w I M M I N G I The kid couldn’t catch 
the Thorpedo — and he won’t be 
catching Mark Spitz, either. 

Michael Phelps’ quest for seven 
gold medals ended after just three 
events, doomed by another bronze 
Monday night in the most antici- 
pated race at the Olympic pool 
— the head-to-head showdown 
with Australia’s Ian Thorpe in the 


200 -meter freestyle. 

Thorpe passed Pieter van den 
Hoogenband in the homestretch, 
finishing with an Olympic record 
of 1 minute, 44.71 seconds. The 
Dutchman’s time was 1:45.23, while 
Phelps never caught the top two. 

Even though he’ll fall short of 
Spitz’s seven gold medals, Phelps has 
plenty of swimming left in Athens.

Skinny Puppy defines industrial music for a new generation of fans 


COMEBACKS I In 1982, Cevin Key 
and Nivek Ogre got together to cre- 
ate something anti-pop, anti- com- 
mercial and new. The experiment 
birthed Skinny Puppy, a heavily 
influential cult act for more than 
a decade. But the project came to 
a halt in 1995 when group mem- 
ber Dwayne Goettel died. After the 
199b release of “The Process,” the 
band fractured. In the summer of 
2000, Key and Ogre were offered 
the opportunity to reform Skinny 
Puppy for a festival performance in 
Europe. The reunion sparked a new 
album, “The Greater Wrong of the 
Right” (SPV), and a tour. Key spoke 
about the band’s future. 

Talk about making this album. 

We have all had quite a bit of 
time to develop ourselves in our 
own solo projects, and we have had 
a lot of time to have a look back on 
what Skinny Puppy has meant to us. 
We went through a lot of really bad 
things too. I mean, losing Dwayne 


was one of the worst things that 
could ever have happened. 

And then there were a couple of 
Germans who each year were just 
calling us up, and saying, “We would 
like for you and Ogre to play [the 
Doomsday Festival] .” And I was 
saying, “You guys are crazy! Don’t 
you know?” 

What influenced you while writing 
“The Greater Wrong of the Right?” 

It was really about not looking to 
external sources as much as internal 
sources. I’m a fan of what we do, and 
I wanted to . . . bring in all those ele- 
ments, bringing in a synth that was 
used on “Remission,” pieces from 
everywhere. People may not pick 
up on it, but I pick up on it. 

What do you feel is the role of noise 
in music? 

It wasn’t so much about grabbing 
noise for noise’s sake. I like more 
noise -oriented stuff, and I always 
felt like people didn’t take it very far 


as far as rhythm was concerned. 

Are you bringing out Drumasaurus, 
the big drum module? 

I’m not drumming on this 
tour. 

You’re not drumming on tour? 

Ha-ha! Surprise surprise! I 
do have drums in my setup, but 
it’s more back to the beginnings 
again, back to the two-tiered key- 
board player with the effects and 
noise and drums. 


Did you ever think, “Man, I really 
miss playing ‘Smothered Hope’?” 

[Laughs] Yeah, well . . . when you 
get into playing songs that you know 
from the innermost deepest parts, 
it’s easier to do than to write new 
music. There’s a part of you that 
knows what to do without think- 
ing — it is really weird. 

What’s the future of Skinny Puppy? 

[SPV is] making a video for 
“For Protest.” Also we will be 
making a DVD movie ... about the 
tour. It’s going all the way. j ere my

Kit Sickels, a San Diego real estate 
developer, and his wife, Karen, a 
retired schoolteacher, started talk- 
ing treehouses while vacationing in 
Colorado. “Doesn’t everyone want a 
treehouse?” Kit Sickels said. 

Buoyed by the realization that 
perfectly sane people choose to 
spend time in the trees, the couple 
arranged to meet treehouse maven 


Peter Nelson in Seattle. 

Nelson’s Seattle -based compa- 
ny TreeHouse Workshop has built 
more than 60 treehouses in the past 
six years, many of them for adults. 
The world’s largest treehouse build- 
er, Scotland-based TreeHouse Co., 
fields “far more enquiries from the 
States than from all other coun- 
tries combined,” said president 
John Harris. 

In the past five years, home offic- 
es, guest rooms, even entire houses 
have increasingly begun migrating 
skyward, aided by a tightknit cadre 
of treehouse architects, carpenters, 
arborists and engineers who build 
treehouses full time. 

Three forces are required for
